Troy State University in 
Montgomery recently announced a 
record enrollment of 3,469 students 
for fall quarter 1993. “We have en- 
joyed continued growth for years be- 
cause TSUM is a demand driven 
university, responding directly to the 
needs of adult students in our com- 
munity,” said Dr. Glenda S. McGaha, 
TSUM president.
